Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. In 
claims 1 and 6, the exact structure of the first electrode is not clearly defined. For example, while the first 
electrode is described as including first and second barrier films, the overall structure of the electrode is 
unclear. Do the first and second barrier films together constitute the entire fist electrode? Is there any 
other layer formed as part of the electrode? 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for 
the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1, 2, 5, 6, 7, and 10 are further rejected, insofar as understood, under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Kim et al. the reference to Kim appears to show the inventive structure with a 
semiconductor memory device having a capacitor connected to a contact plug, and having a first and 
second barrier films constituting the first electrode. 

For example, as seen in Fig. 2 of Kim, a capacitor is formed on contact plug (110) where the

lower or first electrode of the capacitor has a first barrier film (112) contacting the contact plug, and a 
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second barrier film (113) formed on the first barrier film and covering the side surfaces of the first barrier 

film, as well. Since no structural distinction is made between the second and third barrier films of claim 6, 

they may be formed of the same material, and the layer (113) in Fig. 2 of Kim would meet this claim 

limitation. Kim also teaches the use of such materials as Ir or Ir0 2 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 3, 4, 8, and 9 are further rejected, insofar as understood, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kim, and further in view of Okudaira et al. The Okudaira reference also shows a 
memory cell having a capacitor formed over a contact plug, as claimed. In addition, while Kim does not 
specifically mention the use of such materials as TiN to form the barrier films, the use of this material is 
taught by Okudaira, and used in the same manner to form the capacitor electrodes. 

One would be motivated to incorporate these materials into the Kim device because Okudaira 
teaches the suitability of these materials as barrier layers.
